We pat down some eggs in plaster of Pa- 
ris ast Juiy, in a close vessel. Tirst, a lay- 

er of plaster, then a layer of eggs, not al- 
owing one egg to touc hanother. On top we 
put a few inches of plaster and then covered 
the vessel over closely. ‘The eggs were 
] fresh, being put down ag fast as they were 
Jaid, or within three or four days. ‘They 
were placed with the small end downward 
and setin adry cellar. In another vessel 
we put down some at the same time, and in 
the same manner, with fine salt. 

Eggs from both Jots have been tried every 
month trom January, the last trial was on 
the first of this mouth when the eggs had | 
been put down nearly eleven months. ‘They | 
have all proved to be perfectly sweet and | 
pure, and at the last trial the white in a raw | 
state, had its natural taste, and those saved

The eggs looked when broken like recently | 
laid eggs, excepting for the last three months 
in those saved in salt, the yolk adheared to 
the shell; on this account, and as salt is lia- 
ble to melt in a cellar, we prefer the plaster. 

Plaster isa pure white substance, and it 
cau impart no unpleasant quality to the egg. 
It preserves it by excluding the air and thus 
preventing decomposition, This is a very 
convenient mode of saving eggs. Those 
whodo not use plaster asa manure cun 
generally obtain it conveniently of masons. 
who use it in their work. By exposing it to 
the air and sun, after using, it will do to use 
again. 

itis of great importance to have some 
simple means of saving eggs, ct least for 6 
or months, that they may be laid down in 
the surumer, when plenty and cheap, and 
saved in good condition till winter, when 
they are scarce, and usually about twice as 
high.

I spread compost in these furrows, and 
drop the pieces one foot apart (if they have 
generally but 2 eyes each, 15 inches if they 
have 3 eyes,) pressing them to the bottow 
of the furrows. I then put about a table 
spoonful of mixed plaster and ashes on each 
piece, unless these have been mixed freely 
in the compost ; in this case, I give them a 
dressing with it before hoeing. ifthe day 
is warm, and the ground dry on the surface, 
for the suke of the compost, I cover them 
lightly as possible, and bury this, if not I 
wait till it is. 
er crop. 

As to cultivation, I pass a small sharp 
harrow twice through each rew, a8 soon as 
they come up so as to be fairly seen, and a 
week later, on the same with a cultivator, 
and follow with the hoe. ‘Then use the har- 
row, cultivator, and hoe as before, a little 
previous to the time they put out their blos- 
soms. Once after this I go over the fleld 
carefully and if any weeds have escaped I 
pull them up. When the tops turn yeilow, 
I dig them, and carry the tops into my hog- 
stye or yard. I do not allow them to be 
dried, but select the fairest for seed, and 
and put those for the table in’ barrels, and 
cover them with gand.

a variety of meats, vegetables, puddings, 
pastry, and fruit, as is furnished at the Unit- 
ed States Hotel, that we should see their 
discrimination exercised, their preferences 
exhivited, their execution as prompt and 
with as laudable efforts as we often witness 
on dining at military and other respectable 
meetings. 

Ihave observed that swine which have 
been fed principally on boiled potatoes, at- 
tain toa larger growthof muscles, and bones, 
and of longer and deeper carcass than those 
which have been kept on grain, ground or 
whole. Pigs which are fed on Indian meal 
will become plump, fat, and are frequently 
short, while others of the same litter fed on 
boiled potatoes will grow long, large, and 
muscular, and attain greater strength than the 
former, from which circumstance we have 


feeding is more conducive to the production 
of flesh or the muscular part, than condu- 
cive to the accumulation of fat. Further 
when the greater quantity of nutrition is 
condensed into the smallest compass and 
given to other animals, 1 think it must have 
a tendency to produce fat rather thana large 
growth of carcass, especially when the di- 
gestive powers are strong. 

The difference among mankind in differ- 
ent places is worthy of remark. I have 
been sensibly struck on leaving one town and 
going to reside in another, at the difference 
in statue and shape of the inhabitants of the 
respective towns, but my professional busi- 
ness soon led me inte the secret which at 





first 1 did not comprehend. In one place 
where the common fare was pastry, pound- 
cake, confections, sweetmeats &c., the 
inhabitants were diminutive in size and 
flesh, when compared to those at a hundred 
miles distance, where the fare of the inhab- 
itants was the reverse of that in the other 
town, and consisted generally of coarse 
bread, beef, pork, potatoes, and other vege- 
tables, with luxuries only occusionally, the 
people of the latter place were tall, muscu- 
lar, and strong and required but little medi- 
cine, while those of the former place were 
subject to dyspepsia and good customers to 
the dealers in patent medicines. 

The manner of living has a controlling in- 
fluence over the growth and health of man- 
kind. Formerly when luxuries were less 





used, and a plain simple diet more in vogue, 
there was more health and more strength 
among our country men than at the present 
day, and people now living will attest to — 
How far sedentary and other indoor occupa- 
tions, and how extensive their effects may 
be on the growth and structure of mankind, 
I shall not undertake to express any opinion 
in this communication, it having no very 
nigh connection with my starting point. 

As I have seen several methods recom-

Henting Couservatories by Hot Water, 

We visited in February last, the neatly 
managed conservatory of Mr. James Wilson, 
near this city, Among other objects of in. 
terest, we particularly noticed a mode of 
heating hot-houses by hot water. A boiler 
is placed at one end of the room, and a cop 
per pipe, four inches in diameter, is inserted 
in it: carried from thence around one side 
of the building, connecting at the farther 
end with a vat or reservoir. From this re- 
servoir, another pipe of the same size as the 
first, is carried back to the boiler, aud insert. 
ed into it about six or eight inches above the 
other ‘The two pipes are placed vertically 
to each other, observing the same distance 
between them as at their connexion with the 
boiler. As the water in the boiler is heated, 
it rises, the colder water of the pipe flows 
in at the lower insertion, giving place to the 
warmer, which flows out at the uppermost 
insertion, thus keeping up a regular circula- | 
tion till the whole is heated. ‘The smoke. | 
flue is carried round the room jn the same | 
manner as formeriy; thus using to the bes 
advatange, all the heat which is generated 
by the fire. 

‘Lhe largest of Mr. Wilson’s houses js 
heated by one of these boilers with the Pipes 
as described, 'The house is forty-three by 
twenty-seven feet, and 15 1-2 feet high, 
with span roof, both sides of which are of 
glass. ‘lwo boilers, each with pipes, were 
first provided, but one has been found amply 
suflicient, even in the coldest weather of the 
past winter. The cost of the two was $150, 
but as one has proved to answer, the whole 
cost of the necessary apparatus for heating 
the house is actually only $75. [Albany 
Cultivator.

ness of mavkind. The origin of the science 
of sounds —of harmony, is shrouded in uncer 
tainty. Revelation, however, leaves but lit. 
tle room for doubt that music existed in the 
regions of bliss, long before the world’s crea 
ation ; for when the earth was cailed into ex 
istence, the morning stars sang harmoniously 
together, and all the children of Deity shout- 
ed together for joy.
